President Lincoln’s proclamation of 
insurrection was dated Washington, 
pe 15, 1861, and signed Abraham 
Lincoln and William H. Seward, Sec 
retary. Within an hour after this 
declaration and call for volunteers, the 
faculty of the “Old Infirmary” in the 
City of Washington offered the hos- 
pital to the mifitary authorities an 
immediately every Sister of Mercy in

ters had been in charge since 1852,) 
promptly entered upon Government 
hospital duty and thereby became en- 
rolled among the first and probably 
were the first women in this Nation 
themselves for the import- 
ant duties of trained hospital nurses 
(Nuns of the Battlefield, Jolly, 
Pawe 242: The Sisters of Mercy of 
Maryland, Costello, Page 47.)
